further reports reached the State or 
War Department from the border to- 
day regarding the activities of Villa 
in 
Southern Chihuahua. 
Officials 
continue sceptical as to the number 
of men he is alleged to have with 
him. 


Gen. Pershing's report that Villa 


is menacing Torreon with 18,000 men 
is based on reports to him "by secret 
service agents, who are believed to 
have 
depended largely on current 


rumors for this information. 


All doubt thatVilla is alive appears 


to have been swept aside so far as 
high Administration officials are con- 
cerned. 
For weeks past State De- 


partment 
officials have been con- 


vinced that the bandit chief is alive 
and actively at work. War Depart- 
ment officials have been sceptical 
until quite recently. 


Villa's Force Overestimated 


It was pointed out to-day that even 


during the thick of the fighting in 
the 'recent Mexican revolution com- 
paratively small bodies of troops 
were engaged on either side. A force 
of 18,000 men so far as known, was 
not engaged on either side in any of 
the principal battles ,ir> the Constitu- 
tionalist revolution, when Villa and 
Carranza were working together 
against Huerta. 


Villa's victory at Torreon was won 


•with an army of 10,000 or less. 


State Department officials said to- 


day that if Villa has a formidable 
following in Southern Chiuhuahua it 
•will not necessarily delay negotia- 
tions between the United States and 
the de facto Government in Mexico, 
although it may seriously embarrass 
Gen. Carranza. 


'When asked whether the United 
States would offer active co-opera- 
tion in any effort to clean out Villa 
and his followers, a high official said 
that such an offer had been made re- 
peatedly 
by this \Government, but 
without result. 


It is believed that if Villa has any- 


thing like the number of men re- 
ported he will soon be in control of 
the general section in which he is 
operating. 
In that event, it is not 


believed Carranza will insist force- 
fully on the immediate withdrawal of 
Gen Pershing's column from Mexi- 
can soil. 


Waiting on Carranza 


It was stated that a final decision

Policy as to Villa the Same 


It was stated semi-officially to-day 
that the increasing seriousness of the 
operations of bandits in the Parral 
region, said to be headed by Villa 
himself, in no way affected the dip- 
lomatic discussion with the de facto 
Government.

has only border rumors and advices

transpiring in the Southern Chihua- 
hua. 


Whatever force Villa may have as- 
sembled, however, he will remain a 
bandit in the eyes of the United 
States Government, and, while If a 
commission were named it might go 
into details of the bandit's operations 
the policy of the Washington Gov- 
ernment would not be altered. The 
capture and punishment of Villa will 
be sought in every possible way.

The effects of this adjournment are 
these: 


There will be no National Progres- 


sive ticket on the hallot in New York 
this fall. The party s attitude on 
State offices will be left to the prim- 
aries. The party, in the judgment of 
many of the prominent members, is 
dead in this State. 


After the adjournment representa- 


tives of both sides announced them- 
selves as satisfied, but the anti-Hugh- 
es men are actually gleeful. 
The ef- 


fect of the adjournment is to leave 
the whole matter to the individual 
voter. 
As the Hughes faction in- 


sisted on a formal indorsement of 
Hughes the 
Colby-O'Connell men 


feel that the day has not been wast- 
ed. Indorsement No Compliment 


When an adjournment was taken 


some time before S o'clock the lead- 
ers tried to get together and agree 
on a plan of procedure. They failed. 
The Hughes men had the votes, but 
the other side had the ability and the 
intention of raising all parliamentary 
obstacles, insisting they would not be 
'delivered." 


Not once in the three sessions was 
there a show down. The wrangling 
of the second session made progress 
impossible, but, when the committee- 
men returned again at 9 o'clock to 
night, it was obvious the anti- 
Hughes men were willing to go on 
for hours rather than give in. 


When the third session was called 


to order William H. Hotchkiss at 
once asked for the floor. He said: 


"I have a motion that is in the in- 
terest of the Progressive Party for 
which we have labored four years in 
vain.

Of a dozen who jumped to their 
feet instantly Mr. Brown of Her- 
kimer had the loudest voice, so made 
himself heard as he seconded the res- 
olution and declared it was the "duty 
of the party" to pass it. 


When a semblance of order was'ob- 


tained John J. O'Connell of New York 
offered a substitute motion, and it 
was on this and this alone that the 
committee spent nearly an hour. But 
it never approached a discussion of

resolution.

ton experiment station, it is estimated 
that the average cost of feed for a 
laying hen is $1.50 per hen per year 
for the general-purpose breeds, such 
as Orpingtons, Plymouth Rocks and 
Langshans. 
The cost for Leghorns 


and Anconas has been $1.35 each. The 
average cost of producing eggs has 
been 16 'cents per dozen. 


In incubating and brooding trials, 


aut of 3,000 eggs incubated, 2,300 
chicks were hatched. 
The loss of 


chicks during the brooding period was 
3 per cent.' It was. found that chicks 
hatched from eggs weighing from 24 
to 27 ounces per dozen were more vig- 
orous and grew more rapidly than 
those from abnormally large or very 
small eggs. 
The small eggs were 


about equal to the larger ones in fer- 
tility, but the -shicks hatched from 
these were lacking in vitality.

FIRST ATTENTION TO CHICKS 


Keep Them Quiet and Warm Until 


Thirty-Six Hours Old—Then Give 


Sand and Water. 


Many young chicks are breaking 


their way into the world and will need 
our attention if they are to grow and 
bring a profit. Do not be in a hurry 
to feed them, but 'keep them quiet and 
warm until thirty-six to. forty-eight 
hours old.. Then give some fine sand 
or grit, and water. 


After this, feed some hard-boiled 


iggs, dry bread or cracker crumbs, oat- 
meal or .prepared chick food. Feed a 
little at a time, and often until a 
month old, when four times a day will 
be sufficient. 
After three months, 


reed three times a day until grown. 
Finely ground feed should be given 
until they are about a month old, 
when a gradual change can be made 
to fine cracked grains, which may be 
fed until they are about two months 
of age. Then another gradual change 
can be made to cracked corn and 
whole small grains.

GREATEST THING IN THE WORLD, 


(Temperance Lesson.) 


True ministry is in the exercise of 


spiritual gifts (Eph. 4:7-15). 
Every 


believer is a member of the body of 
Christ, and therefore has a definite 
ministry. 
Though the gifts are di- 


verse, all are equally honorable be- 
cause they are bestowed, administered 
and energized by the Holy Spirit. 
Love alone gives value to the ministry 
of any gift. 


I. Fill the Gift With Love (vv. 1-S), 


Just as the body is dead unless a liv- 
ing soul abides in and inspires it, so 
is the gift unless filled with the spirit 
of love. This is the "more excellent 
way" to which Paul makes reference 
at the conclusion of Chapter 12. In 
praising love Paul does not fall Into 
the error of criticizing others, not even 
his followers, and suggests that even 
he may be wanting in this trait. The 
Corinthians were eager to attain ex- 
cellence snd to be prominent in wis- 
dom and philosophy; to understand 
the world in which they lived; to be 
scholars and teachers and improve 
and correct society. Paul therefore 
shows how vain are such things unless 
filled with the motive of love.. (1) The 
gift of tongues. 
The saints in the 


church at Corinth seem to have been 
particularly gifted In this direction, 
and to have been proud of it, (Ch. 14: 
2-23) and eager to outstrip the others. 
Paul tells them tha't such boasting 
amounts to little. The grace of love 
is a far more excellent way. (2) The 
gift of prophecy. The New Testament 
prophet was a forth-teHer, not a teller 
of the future. To be a forth-teller was 
a thing to be coveted and admired, but 
not unless accompanied by love, (3) 
Miracle working. 
A man can have 


this In the most powerful form con- 
ceivable, and yet if he has not love, 
he is nothing. 


II. Love Is Known by Its Mani- 


festations (vv. 4-7). Having shown the 
absolute necessity of love Paul shows 
how we may recognize it. The behav- 
ior of love can be seen and known. 
Paul set for us 15 manifestations, (1) 
Love suffereth long. Love is no pass- 
ing emotion, but a fixed thought- (2) 
It is kind. Kindness ia action, love 
at work. 
(3) Love envieth not. It 


does not grow out of selfishness, for 
selfishness is the very opposite oS love. 
(4) Love vaunteth not itself", does not 
climb to the housetops to proclaim its 
glory. (5) Is not puffed up. There is 
no inflation, like a soap- bubble, to 
dazzle the eye. (6) Does not behave 
itself unseemly, that is without deli- 
cacy of feeling. 
Unseemly conduct 


grows from pride and 
selfishness, 


whereas love is the foundation of true 
courtesy. (7) Seeketb; not her own. Is 
not looking out for setf first of all. (8) 
Is not easily provoked; good tempered, 
not irritable. To lose one's temper la 
a dangerous evil. The evil is not so 
much in the temper but in our failure 
to control it. 
(9) Thinketh no evil. 


Puts the best construction upon the 
acts of others, making all possible al- 
lowances. (10) Kejoiceth not In ini- 
quity. (11) Kejoiceth in tbe truth, that 
is, is In sympathy with all that is true. 
(12) Beareth all things; enduretn 
hardships and trials for the working 
out of the kingdom. (13) Believeth all 
things; not credulous but putting the 
best construction upon the words of 
others, and having faith in the final 
outcome of every good cause. (14) 
Hopeth all things; is not discouraged 
in the dark and shadowy days. (15) 
Endureth all things; It goes on believ- 
ing and hoping to the end; no obstacle 
can stop it. Surely such a catalogue 
of the marks of love is enough to 
make us all pause and meditate. 


III. The Permanence of Life (vv 


8-13). The word "faileth" here denotes 
failing in the sense of cessation, and 
love is contrasted with three typical 
but passing forms of Christian ex- 
pression. 
(1) "Prophecies;" not the 


things prophesied but the gift or act 
of prophesying (v. 3) which at best 
can only partially express God's word. 
Prophecy will pass away in the fuller 
vision and wider knowledge of God 
"Who 
is love." (2) "Tongues." The 


time will come when they \\ill not be 
needed as a sign uor to enable us to 
express our varied emotions. The di- 
vinely inspired prophecies tell but a 
part of what is yet to be. (3) "Knowl- 
edge." It shall be done away in the 
fuller knowledge of the eternal world 
as the light of the stars vanish before 
the rising sun. When that which ia 
perfect Is come these lights will be 
seen to be only like the separate stones 
of a quarry which can only be fully 
understood when the whole building 
stands before us In its rompletion. 
Paul gives an illustration of this truth 
from the familiar case of the growing 
child (vv. 11, 12). In conclusion (v. 
13) faith, hope, love nbldeth, three 
praces, imperishable and immortal. 
"Hope is a foxintmn; faith draws the 
water and drinks; love distributes the 
water to others," Dr. J. H. ,To\vett. But 
the greatest of those Is love, (n) Love 
is greater in its nature. It brings us 
closer to God, making u*s partakers of 
his nature. It is the one thing with- 
out which faith and hope are of little 
avail, 
(b) It Is powerful as an In- 


fluence for good and the strongest mo- 
tive for the upbuilding of character.

Infantile Paralysis 


By SAMUEL G. DIXON, M. D. 


Commissioner of Health 


TTTlTH the history of the world's workers on Poliomyelitis and 


the results of our own work before us we have to acknowl- 


edge that THE GERM OF THIS' DISEASE HAS NOT BEEN 
FOUND, and further, that we do not know how the disease is com- 
municated from one person ta another. 


There is no medicine or specific that will prevent it or cure it* 


DON'T LOSE YOUE HEADL Avoid patent medicines—they do 
harm. Call in your family physician if you get sick; he will not 
tell you he has a remedy that is a sure cure, and any one who does, 
lies. Long attentive treatment under a good doctor of medicine, 
and helped if possible by a good nurse, will in many eases bring ihe 
child back to health. 


There is not as much paralysis as commonly believed. The re- 


ports of the outbreak in New York seem to establish this. On the 
13th of July New York reported 1,600 cases of Poliomyelitis, but 
only 403 of paralysis. Until we know more about that which pro- 
duces the disease and how ii is communicated from one person to 
another we, with our present knowledge, STEENUOUSLY RECOM- j 
MEND the following precautions: 


All excepting the doctor and the one nursing the person sick 


of the disease must keep out of the room set aside for the patient. 
If possible keep children, out of the neighborhood in which the 
disease prevails; 


Keep all insects out of houses, particularly flies. GUARD FOOD 


STUFFS FEOM FLIES. Flies may carry the disease. 


Feed children on cooked food, as much as possible. 
See that the outside of bread or biscuits is kept clean and away 


from flies. Wagons, truck^ etc., carrying bread should not be kept 
In horse stables. 


Screen your houses and baby coaches or cribs or beds when, 


the house is not fully screened.

To Clean Paint 


The easiest and quickest way of 


cleaning imiut is to have two pails of 
« nter, one cold, to which a tablespoon- 
ful of ammonia has,been added, and 
one hot, with the addition of a little 
ammonia and soap powder. With a 
soft flannel wash the paint with the 
soupy water, then rinse with the cold 
water, using a wash leather instead of 
the flannel, and wring^the leather fair- 
ly dry. Paint washed like this dries 
with a nice polish, which no amount 
of drying with cloths and using hot 
wafer alone will impart.

When you have & cut, a sciatch, a 


bruise or any other kind of in3ury, 
paint it with iodine. As soon as in- 
jiT^ti dip a toothpick with cotton 
roiled on the end of it in the iodine 
and paint over ttfe wound without 
washing. The iodine will kill all the 
germs in the dirt that gets into the 
wound, while washing only drives the 
germs farther into thev flesh. When 
painted with iodine, wrap the injured 
p.irt in a clean cloth for a couple of 
days.
